DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-25 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7 and 19-25, drawn to a nucleic acid construct, a method of nucleic acid analysis, a 
recombinant cell, primers, a kit comprising primers, a nucleic acid probe, and a vector, 
classified in class 536, subclass 24.1. 

II. Claims 8 and 9, drawn to a transgenic animal, classified in class 800, subclass 13. 

III. Claims 10 and 11, drawn to an antisense nucleic acid, classified in class 536, subclass 24.5. 

IV. Claims 12-18, drawn to a method for controlling gene expression and methods of treating 
various disorders, classified in class 514, subclass 44. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I-IV are patentably distinct, one from the other because the inventions are drawn to 
materially different compositions and distinct methods. The nucleic acid constructs, cells, primers, probes, 
and vectors of the invention of Group I are chemically, biologically, and functionally distinct from the 
transgenic animal of the invention of Group II and the antisense molecules of the invention of Group III. 
Although some nucleic acid constructs could be used to make the transgenic animals, there use is not limited 
to making transgenic animals, as they can also be used to transform host cells. Although some of the 
compositions of the the invention of Group I could be used in the methods of the invention of Group IV, their 
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use is not limited to these methods, as they can also be used to transform host cells. The transgenic animals 
of the invention of Group II are chemically, biologically, and functionally distinct from the antisense 
molecules of the invention of Group III. The transgenic animals of the invention of Group II are not required 
to practice the methods of the invention of Group IV. The antisense molecules of the invention of Group III 
are not required to practice the methods of the invention of Group IV. Thus, the compositions and methods 
of the inventions of Groups I-IV are patentably distinct/each from the other. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status 
in the art as shown by their different classification and recognized divergent subject matter and because the 
searches required for the separate inventions are not coextensive, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of the 
invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143).
